Axis Air Forees 


Wearing Down, 


Members Told 


LONDON, June 8.—(#)—Win- 
ston Churchill, as though raising 
at last the bright signal that will 
send the invading Allied armies 
plunging forward, quietly told 
the world today that amphibious 
attacks of “a peculiar complexity 
and hazard on a large scale” were 
very near at hand in the Euro- 
pean theater—operations already 
“fitted into their proper place in 


relation to the general war.” 

All is in’ readiness for this 
grand assault, he made clear in 
a vigorous and heartening report 
to commons in which he de- 
clared the Allied submarine posi- 
tion was getting better and bet- 
ter by the day and suggested, al- 
though throwing this out with 
his customary conservative qual- 
ifications, that the prospective 
defeat. of the U-boat might mean 
the moral and actual ‘defeat of 
the Germans. 

Confident Review. 

The prime minister’ stood 
proud and confident before com- 
mons—reflecting, as he had put 
it in another connection, that 
“mellow light of victory” which 
he saw playing over the Allied 
cause—and gave to the members 
the most confident review in the 
years of his war leadership. 

Telling of an- American-British 
strategy and unity of war pur- 
pose “brought into full focus and 
punch” in the Washington nego- 
tiations recently concluded with 
President Roosevelt, Churchill 
thus proclaimed that the time of 
decision was now at hand: 

“It is evident that amphibious 
operations of a peculiar complex- 
ity and hazard on a large scale 
are approaching. 

“IT can give no guarantee any 
more than I have done in the 
past of what will happen... . 
Yet all the same I have’ good 
hopes that neither the parliament 
nor the congr.ss of the United 
States will find themselves _ill- 
served by their forces, whether 
in the British Isles or on the 
African shore.” 

More than once he made it 
plain that this coming offensive, 
grand though its conception, was 
but a part of what had been 
planned for the three Axis 
enemies.

“The steady wearing down of

proceeding remorselessly,” he said 
in this connection,

SOMEWHERE IN AFRICA—As you travel west and 
then south away from Tunisia, your feeling of leaving the 
war behind increases in direct proportion to the miles you 
travel. 

In Algeria you still feel the war, 
you are surrounded by the 
flow of supplies anu troops and 
equipment moving toward the 
front. You fee! no danger, but 
you have that exhilarating surge 
hat comes of great activity 
round you.

Time-Saving Procedure. 


One major step in the elimina- 
tion of delay, Slaton explained, 
will be the discontinuance of in- 
vestigations of a claim through 
several offices or divisions of 
government. In the future all pa- 
pers and data on a serivceman’s 
case will be filed diréctly with 
the field office of the administra- 
tion in his home state and will 
be cleared within a very short 
time. 

Taking up a theoretical case, 
Slaton said, suppose a sailor 
should lose a leg in actioh against 
the enemy in the battle of the 
Atlantic. Next procedure would 
be for the Navy to convey the 
man to a naval hospital and there 
treat him until he is recovered, 
except for the actual loss of the 
limb. He then -would be dis- 
charged to the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration field office of his home 
state, to receive whatever treat- 
ment and compensation is al- 
iowed him by the present service 
regulations. 

Since all his papers would ar- 
rive with him, adjudication would 
be possible within about 30 days, 
instead of the longer time hereto- 
fore required, when papers had to 
be traced through several branches 
of the service. 

Injured Man Can Appeal. 

This procedure will be followed 
in all cases in which the service- 
Mman clearly was injured in line of 
duty. If, however,eArmy or Navy 
officials should rule that the in- 
jury or disability was not caused 
in line of duty but perhaps origzi- 
nated from some cause present 
prior to induction in to the service, 
the disabled man still has right of 
appeal, and the service might ac- 
cept his version of the disability 
in preference to that of the Army 
or Navy.

OPA Acts Called Threat! 


to U. S. Distribution . 


System. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—(?)— 
Fresh vegetables were put next on 
the list for price rollbacks today, 
while some congressmen were at- 
tacking the whole theory of food 
subsidies and representatives of 
grocery interests were telling a 
congressional committee that OPA 
regulations already in force 
threaten to “break down” the 
country’s food distribution system. 

Labor representatives countered 
with a charge that infla@tion-mind- 
ed congressmen were attacking the 
OPA to cover their own “stupidity 
or cupidity, or both.” 

Shirley Haas, general manager 
of the Ohio Valley Grocery Com- 
pany, testified before the House 
Small Business Committee that, if 
the purpose of the Office of Price 
Administration is to “break down 
the food distribution system of 
this country,” it has “certainly 
made lightning speed in that di- 
rection.” 

Haas on OPA. 


“Do you consider OPA the en- 
emy of American business?” asked 
Representative Ploeser, Republi- 
can, Missouri. 

“It’s certainly taken on that 
complexion, sir,” Haas answered. 

Meanwhile a spokesman for 
livestock and meat organizations 
announced that he had had no 
success in persuading Economic 
Stabilization Director Fred Vin- 
son to block a 10 per cent roll- 
back of meat prices already or- 
dered into effect by. means of pro- 
ducer subsidies. 


Judge Joe Montague, of Fort 
Worth, Texas, carried the pro- 
test to the OES chief, but said he 
was informed the subsidy would 
go into effect as planned. Mon- 
tague carried his petition to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt yesterday, but 
said he was advised? to go back 
to price and stabilization officials. 
He went also to see Chester Davis, 
food administrator, but reported 
no headway. Davis, he said, “‘ap- 
parently doesn’t like the subsidy 
plan, but there is nothing he can 
do about it.” 


Price-Cut Plans,

Good news for all those coffee drinkers who have been order- 
ing their coffee by mail. 

Heretofore, they have had to send their 
whole ration book along with their order for 
coffee, instead of just mailing in the coupon. 
This system has meant inconvenience for the 
customers, and extra trouble for the coffee 
dealers. 
| Yesterday OPA announced a revision of this 
| order to take care of the situation. 

Beginning June 14, all coffee drinkers who 
order coffee by mail may enclose just the cur- 
rent coupon instead of the whole ration book. 


| Coffee Retailer and Wholesaler 
| Must Open Ration Book Aceount 


Every retailer and wholesaler who sends coffee by mail must 
open a ration bank account before he can begin to deal with his 
ecstomers’ coupons in this way, and he must also make a réport 
to his district OPA office of his exact mail order volume during 
1942. 

Coffee stamps mailed in for an order will be honored as long 
as the letter is postmarked not later than midnight of the stamp’s 
expiration date. If a coffee dealer cannot fill the order, he writes 
a ration check for the coupon and returns it to his customer, 

A record of the dollar volume or the weight value of the coffee 
sold in this way must be kept by every dealer.

Since these war workers regularly eat part of their meals at 
each of the boarding houses, they may divide their sugar ration 
coupons between the two landladies.

Argentina 
The complex Argentine situation appears now 
to offer little that will be,immediately helpful 
to the United Nations, yet it should be remem- 
bered the forces that culminated in revolt were 
set in motion wen Argentina torpedoed the 
Rio de Janeiro conference. | 


This phase of the revolt may be only transi- 
tory, and, as so often occurs in movements of 
this type, an entirely new and strong figure 
may emerge. The resignation of Genefal Raw- 
son before he could take the oath of office 
strongly indicates the forces of the revolution 
have not yet run their course and that is even 
more strongly indicated by the heavy military 
complexion of the cabinet of General Pedro 
Ramirez. This emphasis on military participa- 
tion in the government is distinctly counter to 
Argentine historical development and it is a 
good guess it will not withstand the underlying 
force of democratic impulse in the people of 
the Argentine republic with their tradition of 
San Martin and increasingly liberal leanings. 


It probably will be of assistance in evaluat- 
ing the Argentine situation if it is remembered 
that the Argentine government for years has 
been ardently nationalistic and has aimed al- 
ways at controlling in one way or another the 
inter-American attitudes of the southern gov- 
ernments. This “paternal” effort has been 
achieved at times by economic pressure, partic- 
ularly against Uruguay, Bolivia and Paraguay 
and sometimes by implicit military pressure 
against all the southern republics. The fact 
that Brazil has emerged in this war as the big 
brother, as well as a powerful military factor, 
and Argentina is more or less relegated to the 
position of a bickering mother-in-law has been 
decisive in the forces culminating in the revolt. 
The big question well may be whether the coup 
was a rightist strategem to maintain power and 
forestall a popular uprising. Only succeeding 
events can determine the question. 


Two other factors must be kept in mind also, 
and they are the weight of pro-German and 
pro-British elements. Both are strong and 
well entrenched in Argentina business and so- 
cial life. Many old families of Argentina—and 
by that is meant they are Argentines by birth 
and citizenship—have strong racial and social 
ties to either Germany or Britain and the tug- 
of-war between the sentiments has been a great 
factor—in the first World War, in the battle 
of the Falkland Islands and in this war in the 
Graf Spee incident. 


All-in-all, it would be ase not improbable as- 
sumption that the current revolution is but the 
first phase of far-reaching events.

WASHINGTON PARADE

DAMAGING BLOW WASHINGTON, June 8.—Private infor- 

mation furnished American officials by 
the British indicates that an appalling amount of damage was done 
in the Ruhr industrial section of Germany by the recent RAF 
destruction of the Eder and Mohne power dams. 

Final reconnaissance pictures taken of the 
flooded area prove conclusively that the raid 
on the important dams was one of the most 
far-reaching strategic bombing blows struck 
during the war. 

Estimates have been made that it will take 
the Germans at least a year to repair the 
damage and impound the waters to their for- 
mer level of usefulness. In the meantime, war 
production in the Ruhr industrial area is bound 
to suffer as materially as it has from the 
extensive bombing of Ruhr cities which the 
British have been carrying on with growing 
intensity of late.

Practically all of the great cities of the Ruhr industrial area 
are connected by an elaborate power grid system which supplies 


electric energy for the region. Inland waterways, fed by the dams 
which the British destroyed, also carry much of the heavy goods 
produced in the Ruhr. Far more damage was done to these sys- 
tems by the RAF bombings than first reports indicated. The 
British are highly pleased with the results. 


SPECIAL BOMBS Now it can be told that the British had 

to devise a special aerial bomb for use 
against the dams. In order to make sure that they would ex- 
plode near the base instead of at the surface, special propellers 
were installed on the bombs and made to operate in reverse so as 
to retard the forward motion of the torpedoes after they were 
dropped into the water. . 

The effect of this new device was to make the bombs sink to 
the base of the dams before exploding. Otherwise there would 
have been a tendency for the torpedoes, released from fast-moving 
planes, to move near the surface and strike the dams at a point 
where Jess damage would have been done. 

Incidentally, British sources now emphatically deny earlier 
stories that they were given the idea for the dam bombings by a 
former German Jew, who at present is an exile living in Eng- 
Tand As much poetic justice as there would be in the story, the 
British say it isn’t true. Plans for the bombings were developed 
inside the British high command and had been in the course of 
preparation for many months, 


OTHER DAM ATTACKS Such bombings of important power 

dams have been a part of our own 
strategy planning for some years, it is known. As a matter of fact, 
we have already directed some successful attacks against similar 
dams in the islands of Sicily and Sardinia in the Mediterranean. 
Others are sure to follow in time. 

The RAF Ruhr attacks evidently caught the Germans by com- 
plete surprise, as there was no evidence of any precautions having 
been taken to protect the dams. Since then, however, the Germans 
are known to have launched a feverish program for building nets 
to shield the remaining watersheds. The Italians, who are more 
dependent than the Germans on hydroelectric power, are doing the 
same thing. 

We have not developed in detail all they are doing, but pre- 
sumably they are throwing down great steel] nets behind the dams 
to stop any torpedoes that may be launched against them. 


NOT FULL DEFENSE None of this, however, is expected to 
stop further attacks of the _ kind. 


Air-minded strategists point out that it would be possible to re- 
lease the bombs in such a way that the first ones would be timed 
to tear a hole in the nets for others to pass through on their way 
to the dam. The problem, it is said, can be made more difficult 
by the employment of net barriers, but it is by no means insur- 
mountable. 

The British have no thought of abandoning the tactics after 
their first successful attempt. Other and even greater surprises 
are in store for the Germans—lItaly, too, if she stays in the war. 


TO SHORTEN WAR Electric power is so vital in the prose- 


cution of modern warfare that the de- 
struction of any great dam in enemy territory is equal in tmpor- 
tance to the capture of many divisions of troops. There is little 
doubt that if we could lay waste the main sources of Hitler's hydro- 
electric power his production facilities would be so badly crippled 
the length of the war would be lessened considerably. 
Once the full all-out aerial attack on Germany is begun by the 
combined British and American air forces, we may expect to see 
a concentration of bombings on dam sites no less than on indus-

One climbed up the large baggage stand at the nose of the plane 
and began to direct the handling of baggage. Another hopped to 
the wing with the gas hose and began to gas-up the plane. Still 
another checked the ckocks and still another was busy with other 
chores about the airplane. 

They were handsome young things, neither weather-beaten nor 
wrinkled. Indeed, I am surprised that Mr. Harold Martin, the show- 
man, hasn’t been down engaging some of them for his front line 
They are that type. 

And so it was, and is, at other airports over the nation. 


“FOR HIMSELF AND A WOMAN” After I had admired 


the flower garden and 
the fountains in front of Jacksonville's airport, I strolled back and 
engaged one of the young ladies in conversation. 

The plane was gassed and all was done. There was merely 
the wait for the time of departure. 

“How about when the end of the war comes,” I said, “and the 
boys come home? How about then? Will you keep on working, 
or will you marry and stay home to keep house and have babies 
and take nine-tenths of the pay check eaeh week?” 

“Never- that for me,” said one. “I am going to keep on working. 
I am not going to stick around home minding two or three holler- 
ing babies and cooking three meals a day for some lug who thinks 
he is Mr. ‘It’ just because he is a man and works.” 

The others scoffed. 

“Listen at her,” they said. “She hasn't had a letter today. 
That’s what. She is nuts about a guy who is in the Air Corps 
over in Africa. She'd marry him quick if she could. We may 
keep working, but 1 don’t know. I guess every girl wants a home 
and a husband.” 

The loud speaker called the departure and there was no time 
to pursue the subject further. I got aboard the plane thinking 
about it. There are millions of women at work. They are welders 
and riveters. They also are doing a large number of precision 
jobs in many and varied war plants. The airlines are using them 
as inspectors and they are also using them in many other airport 
jobs. Women are driving taxies, delivery trucks, laundry trucks 
and bakery routes. 

I talked with a banker the other day who said that some smart 
high school girls had been able to do a better job after three months 
of training in keeping books than many young men he'd had who 
had been a year on the job. He was happy about the way the 
young girls had caught on. 

Also, don’t forget lady barbers. 

It will be interesting to see how many women will be willing 
to surrender their new-found earning power, their financial inde- 
rs and their place in the economic system, when the war 
ends. 

I tried recalling an old poem by Kipling. As I recall, it was 
called “The Conundrum of the Workshops,” and it ends up: 

“We shall work for ourselves and a woman, forever and ever, 
amen.”

He stated that there are now 
more than 250 clinics in Georgia 
for the treatment of venuereal dis- 
eases, with 45,000 cases being 
treated. He estimates that there 
are 200,000 active cases in Georgia 
at this time, and that one of the 


chief tasks of his department is to 
‘apprehend these cases, treat them, 


and further arouse public opinion 
in combatting the spread of the 
disease. He stated that it is the 
task of the police to repress pros- 
‘stitution. He went on to say that 
approximately $1,500,000 is now 
being expended annually in Geor- 
gia in venereal disease control, 
and that about two-thirds of this 
money comes from the federal gov- 
ernment. Asked what the ratio 
of v. d. is as between rural and 
urban areas, he said that the per- 
‘centage in urban communities was 
‘higher, but that the percentage in 
‘some rural communities was very 
high. He further stated that on 
‘the average there were nine times 
‘more cases among Negroes than 
‘among white people. 

“These 250 clinics, scattered all 
over Georgia, form the sheet an- 
chor, not only for treatment of ve- 
nereal diseases, but for all our 
health work,” and Dr. Walton. 
He expressed appreciation for the 
co-operation of civic groups, the 
press, the radio and the churches 
‘and schools in helping the ‘State 
|Board of Health in combatting all 
| disease. 
| .Dr. Walton emphasized the im- 
‘portance of social hygiene as a 
‘constructive method of dealing 
'with this great problem, and he 
. 
‘urged the churches 
‘proper recreational facilities for 
their young people as one of the 
surest ways to avoid the tempia-

As to Knives Ever so often we make a plea for 
S sportsmen, Boy Scouts and others to 
send us their knives so we can distribute them among the 


boys in the service. 


It is really important. 


They NEED 


the knives. The rest of us can get along without them. 
It possibly doesn’t make very pretty reading, but here 
is what the commanding .officer of every unit must tell 
is men for their own protection— 


A much better attack against a Jap is with the knife. 


The knife is silent. 


It makes no noise, and your enemy 


makes no noise if you hit him with it right. You may have 
to wait two hours until you get your man in just the right 


position, moving up on him 


quietly so that he doesn’t see 


you. But finally as he is walking past at night on sentry 
duty, perhaps, you can get up to him and attack him from 
the rear, when his back is turned to you. Don’t stab him in 


the back. That is ineffective. 
Instead, 


carrying your knife in your upraised right 


hand, throw your left hand around his neck and push the 
knuckles of your thumb into his Adam’s apple to shut off 
his wind and keep him from giving an alarm. That's what 
that bone in your thumb is for. Force him back against 
your body to throw him off balance. Now give him the 
knife. You can do it in three or four ways. 


If he is 
his heart. 


aller than you are, plunge the knife right into 
r, you can force it right behind his collar bone. 


There’s a little hollow place there behind the bone that you 


can feel and it will just take the knife. 


give it a twist. 


Force it down, then 


If he is bigger than you are, and you can’t reach over his 
body, force the knife right through his neck, through the 
windpipe, in the soft part above the Adam’s apple. 

Another way is to cut right through his arm at the 
muscle, and hold him till he bleeds to death. A man will 
bleed to death in 10 seconds if you cut the veins and arteries 


of his arm. 


If he gets away from you, or you get him down and he 
isn’t dead yet, or if you lose yqur knife, jump on his face 
with both feet. Bend your knees just a little as you spring.

NEW YORK, June 8.—(#)—A billion-dollar war bond drive di- 
rected at baseball fans in this metropolis was launched today at a 
spectacular luncheon in which stars of the New York and Brooklyn 
clubs were “auctioned” for approximately $124,000,000 in bonds. 

Treasury representatives said this was the biggest one-day bond

Some 1,500 prominent business 
leaders, heads of corporations and 
banks as well as ordinary, en- 
thusiastic baseball fans, gathered 
in the grand ballroom of the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria hotel and bid fantas- 
tic sums in bonds for the privi- 
lege of sponsoring various play- 
ers in a three-month bond-selling 
competition that will be based on 
both performance and popularity 
of the stars. 


MILLIONS AND MILLIONS, 


With former Mayor James J. 
Walker heading a staff of four auc- 
tloneers, separate commitments for 
millions and millions of dollars -in 
bonds echoed from the floor and 
balconies of the great hall. 


Dixie Walker, of the Dodgers, 
brought a bid of $11,250,000 from 
the Brooklyn Club, a social organi- 
zation in that borough. Esso Mar- 
keters pledged $11,000,000 for 
Arky Vaughan, of the Dodgers, 
and later bought in Car] Hubbell, 
veteran pitcher of the Giants, for 
$3,000,000. 

The Bowery Savings Bank bid 
$5,000,000 for Dolph Camilli and 
a spontaneous bid of $3,000,000 
was made by the president of the 
borough of Brooklyn for Fred 
Fitzsimmons, a favori Dodger 
pitcher who was not even included 
on the list of players participat- 
ing because there had been doubt 
whether he would remain active 
this season. 

Altogether 13 Dodger players 
brought bids totaling $56,500,000. 
A dozen Yankees, headed by Joe 
Gordon at $3,500,000 brought $17,- 
300,000 and a dozen Giants topped 
by Hubbell produced $15,050,000. 
All this totaled $88,850,000 by suc- 
cessful sponsors and Treasury rep- 
resentatives etimated that an ad- 
ditional $35,000,000 had _ been 
pledged by bidders woh did not 
succeed in getting a player.
